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RELIC FOUND IN INN

Ancient Bible Discovered in Build-

ing at Columbus, Qhio.

Records Birth of Nine Children of
Its Owner, Mary, Wife of Chrils-
tobal Meyer—Iis Dated Phila-
delphla, 1790,

Columbus, Ohlo.—An Interesting
historic record has been found In the
rmuilng of the old Franklin bullding,
High and Cherry streets, site of Col-
umbug' first public inn, but now In
process of demolitlon under orders of
the slute fire marshal, who regarded
the structure a menace to occupants,
The relle was found by W. H. Lever of

276 South Wall street, under the
<tumbling wood of the first floor. It
was an old Dbible, containing the

Psalms of David “in meter.”

It declares {tself to be “the version
approved by the church of Scotland,”
and wans printed by Willlam Young,
hookaeller, 2 Second street, the cor-
ner of Chestnut street, in Philade!-
phia. Underneath this statement is
the date “1760," showing the work to
have been printed 122 years ago. It
18 yellow with age,

Hvidently it was the property of
Maery Farmer, the daughter of William
and Jane Farmer, who was born in
1738, according to the ecarefully writ-
ten family records It contalns. Ree
ords of the births of nine children
follow. They wera the offspring of
Christobal and Mary Mever, early set-
tlers and ploneers. Thesse family
«data read in part as follows:

"Elizabeth Meyver was born on Mon-
day, December the 24th, in the year of
our Lord 1801,

“Mary Meyer was born on the third
day of Ilecember in (he year of our
Lord 1803."

The records continue to show the
Wirth of Nancy Meyer in 1806, Wil
llam Meyer In 1798, John in 1784, An.
drow In 1798, Charles in 18067, Samuel
in 1809 and Deborah in 1812,

On the title page appears the fol-
lowing:

"Bible and Psalms of David Ia
Metre, translated and dlligently com-
pared with the original text and form-
or translations.” In splte of its age
the relic is easily legible and is well
preserved. Its historic interest makes
it a valuable find. The old Franklin
bullding, which preserved the relle
heneath its timbers for more than a
wentury, was not only the first hotel
in Columbus, bul also the most porten-
tious frame bullding erected In this
part of the counlry, DBefors its con:
struction practically all Columbus
atructures and abodes were made of
logs.

Some months ago the deputies of
the slate firo marshal inspected the
bullding and found it to be so badly
worn with age that it constituted a
menaco to any occupants. It was
orderad destroved, but the of¥iers were
for a lime reslsted owing to the his
torle character of the bullding. Re
cently the state offcials were obeyed
and the bullding wrecked.
